/ Am the Alpha and the Omega 

' "I am the Alpha and the Omega, " says the Lord God, "who is, and who was, and who is 
to come, the Almighty." ' Alpha...the first letter of the Greek alphabet; Omega, the last 
letter. I have often wondered why Jesus calls Himself that. If we look at scripture care- 
fully, the clues are there. 

Jesus tells us in John 17:24 that God loved Him before the creation of the world. 
1 Peter 1:20 says that "He was chosen before the creation of the world, but was revealed 
in these last times for [our] sake." My favorite passage is the first part of chapter one of 
John, "In the beginning was the Word, and Word was with God, and the Word was God. He 
was with God in the beginning. Through Him all things were made." It's fascinating to 
imagine God, Jesus, and the Holy Spirit together, creating the world, and with it, mankind. 
Alpha...the beginning. 

Jesus assures us that He will come again for us as He says, "/ will come back and take 
you to be with me that you also may be where I am. " And as we read the lesson on All 
Saints Day in Revelation 21:4 "He will wipe every tear from their eyes. There will be no 
more death or mourning or crying or pain, for the old order of things has passed away. " 
Omega...the end. 

Both of these images are lovely to think about, but if there's a beginning and an end, 
there has to be a middle. God created the perfect garden for us before God even put Adam 
into the Garden of Eden. Notice that sin entered the world in the third chapter of Genesis, 
and the world will receive its final judgment in the third to last chapter of Revelation. The 
beginning of the Bible and the end of it, and everything in between...the middle. 

Paul tells the Ephesians in chapter 1:11 "In him we were also chosen, having been pre- 
destined according to the plan of him who works out everything in conformity with the 
purpose of his will." Predestined. It was the plan of salvation that was "predestined" be- 
fore the fall of man. That's were we live now...in the middle between the beginning and 
the end. Between the Garden of Eden and the New Jerusalem. We get to experience the 
majestic power of our Lord's saving grace, the joy of being reunited with Him, and the 
peace that He leaves with us.
